Background of the News. St. Augustine, Florida, the 


‘oldest European settlement in the United States, will end 


its year-long fourth centennial celebration in September 
1966. Throughout the year, festivals, concerts, street 
dancing, art exhibits, and other events have marked the 
celebration of the founding of the city in 1565. 

Don Pedro Menéndez de Avilés founded St. Augustine 
as the capital of La Florida. St. Augustine today is a city 
of 15,000. The city’s main products are antiquity and his- 
tory. They bring in visitors by the hundreds of thousands 
and provide St. Augustine with about three-fourths of its 
income.
